In exercise of powers conferred upon under Section 
14(2) (C) of the SSUS Act 1994, the Syndicate of the 
University, at its 123rd meeting held on 15-1-2013, 
resolved to approve and issue the following ordinance 
titled “The Constitution of the Department of Sanskrit 
General Ordinance 2012”. The said ordinance shall be 
deemed to have come into force w.e.f. 1-6-2012 and is 
hereby notified. 

ORDINANCE-III 

(1) Short title and Commencement:— 

(i) This Ordinance may be called “The Constitution of 

the Pepartment of Sanskrit General Ordinance, 
2012 ”. 

(ii) This Ordinance shall be deemed to have come into 
force with effect from the 1st working day of the 
academic year 2012-2013. 


(2) Definitions:—The words and expressions used in 
the Sree Sankaracharya University of Sanskrit Act, 
1994 (Act 5 of 1994) and the Sree Sankaracharya 
University of Sanskrit Statutes, 1997 and used, but 
not defined in this Ordinance shall have the 
meanings respectively assigned to them in the 
said Act or the Statutes. 

(3) Application:—The Ordinance is issued to upgrade 

the Centre for Sanskrit General Studies into a new 
Department of Studies in Sanskrit General forming 
a constituent unit under the Faculty of Sanskrit 
Literature. 

(4) Constitution:— There shall be an Academic 
Department for providing advanced studies and 
research in Sanskrit General under the Faculty of 
Sanskrit Literature. 

(5) Head of the Department:— Subject to the 
provisions contained in the Act and the Statutes, 
the Department shall be headed by the senior 
designated teacher of the Department and shall be 
the Head of the Department. 











(6) Board of Studies:— 

(i) There shall be a Board of Studies for the 
Department. 

(ii) Subject to the provisions contained in the Act 
and Statutes, the Dean of the Faculty of 
Sanskrit Literature shall be the ex-officio 
Chairman and the Head of the Department 
shall be the ex-officio member. 

(7) Removal of difficulties:— If any difficulty arises in 
giving effect to the provisions of this ordinance, 
the Vice Chancellor may issue necessary orders 
not inconsistent with the Act, Statutes and this 
ordinance; to remove the difficulties to the extent it 
is expedient to remove the difficulty. 

Objectives 

Sanskrit General is an important branch of Sanskrit 
Studies. The University is offering M.A. Course at Main 
Centre, Kalady and there is a Board of Studies for the 
faculty of Sanskrit Literature. The upgrading of Sanskrit 
General Studies with Integrated M.Phil-Ph.D. programme 
would help the students to continue their studies without 
depending Other Sanskrit Departments for their M.Phil. 
and Ph.D. courses. The centre for Sanskrit General 
Studies at Main Centre, Kalady has 10 regular teaching 
post, and 8 teachers are working. By filling up of 2 
vacancies, no additional financial commitment is required 
to start the Integrated M.Phil.-Ph.D. programme. 

Statement of Financial Commitment 

This ordinance if implemented, will not incur any 
additional financial commitment to the general fund of 
the university.
